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Students In Industry 

STUDENT industrial seminars are now 
a feature of the summer activity of a 
growing number of American college men 
and women. These informal groups of stu- 
dents, who are working in industiy for the 
express purpose of learning about the Ma- 
chine^^gc in a way that is impossible in 
(j^idassfoom, met last summer in Detroit, 
ii<»i?o, Lfos Angeles, and Houston, Texas. 
Their procedure is to apply for a job 
■ in the queue with the other unemployed, 
and get hired like the man in front of 
them, making no capital of the fact that 
they are students. The cynic would re- 
mark that they stand a slimmer chance of 
getting taken on if the employer knew 
their normal role in life, but at any rate, 

• they trj' to approximate as nearly as poss- 
ible the conditions under which laborers 
work. 

The organisation of a seminar is per- 
haps typical (if the mentaiity of the people 
of the United States. It does not follow 
that essentially the same e.vperience is not 
had by the hundreds of other students 'who 
enter industrial plants and observe what 
they see, even though their efforts are not 
co-ordinated by any organisation. But the 
advantages of a body in which the obser- 
vations of such young people can be pooled 
are not to be denied. It gives point to the 
whole experience of each man'as well as to 
that of the group, and it makes the find- 
ings available to interested people who are 
iinable to go through the same routine. 

The fact that he was a member of a 
seminar gave to a member of the Detroit 

• group of last summer the opportunity to 
write a summary, of which the following 
is an extract: "At an early date the men 
"selected some of these problems for orig- 
"inal study and report: wages; hours of 
"employment: standard of livjng; the 
"foreign worker; use of leisure time; un- 
"employment; women and children; the ef- 

"fect of the .system on the individual 

"The field trips included .study of the im- 
"migration service, and Ijorder patrol; 
"rescue missions and charity organisa- 
"tions; county jail and police court; in- 
"dustrial plants and labor headquarters." 

A small group of McGill students has 
been meeting i-egularly throughout the 
session under the leadership of Professor 
j. A. Coote of the Faculty of Applied Sci- 
ence, trying to undoj'stand more clearly 
the problems of industry; labor, jand the 
social order by methods only slightly more 
intimate than those yf the classroom. The 
proposal haa recently been made that this 
group be used as a nucleus of à definite ef- 
fort on the pail of ihyse .studenls wiio v/ill 
be in industry Jiext summer to find out 
what is in the worker's mind and to take 
a critical attitude toward what they see. 

With this object in view, a final meet- 
ing of the group will be c:onveJ)ed at an 
early ,date, and to whicli all students who 
are actively interested in this plaii will 
be urged to come. General lines of obser- 
xatjon and work will be postulated> ar- 
rangements made for a certain amount of 
contact during the summer, and rough 
plans di'awn up ioF coming together again 
next session.' 

The idea is not to confine the move to 
students who regard their sally • into in- 
>*\:8try as « noble experiment; those wJio 
would as a matter of coui-sc get an over- 
job are equally valuable to tiic plan.

This makes every one of us stop and 
think. Just .suppose the .liikcs or the hill 
lieojiie were to multiply fast cnougli to put 
unsound minds in the majoritj', would 
everyone of \is who arc now working in of- 
fices, attending college or writing editori- 
als in what we judirc to be an intelligent 
way be locked un in a sanitoriuni as dan- 
gerous to the'rest of the world? No; even 
after such an incident as this has made 
us reflect we cannot conceive the asylums 
of today as the administration buildings of 
the future. 

But there arc other minorities which 
are judged just as^ harshly, which might 
possibly control the world and rule it ac- 
cording to their ideas latef. They arc not 
locked up quite as securely as the inmates 
of "Verdun, but they are put in the same 
class when considered by the general pub- 
lic. 

Most of the nations of the world *re 
ruled by majorities; in only a few cases 
are the minorities given any consideration 
at all. Political recognition can only come 
after the public has learned not to dismiss 
any ideas but the ones in general favour at 
the time in the same way as they would 
ideas put forth by an insane man.

A proposal that a continuation 
year, or twelfth grade, bo Introduced 
as an exi)crlment In certain I'rotest- 
.mt schools in Quebec received the 
upprovnl oC Sir Arthur Currio. Tho 
proposnl was made by Howard Mur- 
ray at a uicptlUjT (if tho ProlCHtriut 
Comuilttco ot the Council ot Educa- 
tion In tho Medical Building yester- 
day. 

m discussing Mr. Murray's pro- 
posal. Sir Arthur Currle, principal of 
McGlll University, termed it ono of 
the most hopefiil suEgosllons that 
has ever como before llio commit too. 
"1 welcome Mr. Murray's Idea be- 
cnuse 1 look upon it ns a posslbh' 
starting point for an examination of 
our whole educational system with 
a view to allaying tho unrest, or 
focussing ^and arousing public opin- 
ion on tho c:tistlng defects, and on 
tho steps taken to remedy them," he 
said, adding that it was ot prime 
Importanco that the whole matter 
should be thoroughly threshed out. 

High School Important 
' "I do not think nnyono would 
seriously adovcale a twelfth year It 
It were to become aft nsylunt for lame 
ducks, or for those who failed in 
their matriculation examln.Ttlons, or 
:or those who had given llltio iii- 
tcllectu.al promise in some direction 
or other. 1 am sure wo all agree that 
education is a selective process nnd 
th.at liigher forms aro only for those 
who show that -they can profit by it. 
Xo poor student can bo made into a 
good one by tho addition of another 
year. Mr. Murray says that tho high 
school is tho dominating factor in 
.our educational system. Ho points 
out that it is in the high school 
period that most of the wnslago ap- 
pears, that the majority of stu'cnts 
end their school years in or at the 
end of the hlgli school period, and he 
pleads that every effort should be 
made to liave the higii -rhoola obtain 
a distinctive ([uality ot excellence." 

Sir Arthur went on to point out 
that it was impoi-tant to see that 
students received tho right influence 
in their early years, '"for if w« im- 
prove from tho beginning, as well 
aa at tho end, wo nend not worry 
about the middle." In regard to the 
co-operation of the universities In 
the scheme. Sir Arthur said, "from 
McGiU I- can promise the most cor- 
dial co-operation. I bellév«-wo have 
men capable of giving helpful advice. 
The purpose of our department ' of 
education is to help in .arouFing inter- 
est in tho community In educational 
(luestlons, to assist tho schools by 
advice, to educate carefully and to 
train carefully a number of graduates 
each year, fully capable of under- 
taking worlc In the public and high 
schools."
